Renew Threat 

As the last remnants of the Ger- 
maii forces which punched deep into 
Belgium streamed. back into the 
Siegfried Line irider a hail of Allied 
aérial fire, British forces to the north 
maintained their heavy pressure. 


Virtually without opposition dur- 
ing the earlier stages of their drive 
down the broad plains to Manila on 

. Luzon, General MacArthur's all-con- 

quering Ameryican forces began to 
run into. stiffer opposition as their 
drive fully developed. - 


' Even-so, enemy opposition was 
chiefly concentrated. far behind on 
the Yanks’ left. flank, where Gen- 
eral MacArthur was forced to bring 
up strong artillery batteries to 
pound Japs entrenched in the 
mountainous terrain, guarding the 
approaches to. the northeastern end 
of the island. 

Although the speed of their ad- 
vance southward waited only on the 
movement of their supply columns, 
the Yanks pushed forward warily, 
cognizant that the enemy command 
had not yet committed the major 
portion of his forces ‘to the fight. 
As. they swept on, however, the 
Yanks seized a half-dozer air strips 
for use. of the numerically superior 
U. S. air forces. 


CLOTHING:. 


Plan Controls 


Seeking to increase the output 
of essential low and medium 
priced clothing, and also check 
the rising cost of apparel, the 

* government -mapped a double-.. + 
edged program: 

First, the War. Production 
board planned to give priority 
preferment for fabrics to manu- 
facturers of work clothing, chil- 
dren's apparel. and wifiderwear, 
with the government controlling 
quality to assure maximum sery- 
iceability of the garments and 
limiting the trimmings. 

Second, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, describing rising 
clothing costs. as the greatest 
single threat to the anti-inflation 
program, planned to fix maxi- 
mum prices at the average level 
of the first half of 1943, a re- 
duction of about 6 or 7 per cent. 

Although most so-called lux- 
ury items will disappear from 
the market under the new regu- 
lations, WPB saig, better grade 
clothing will continue to be avails 
able, and the overall -stipply 
should remain about the same:

Mounting Battle Tempo 
Calls for More Material 


Big Problem Is to Route Manpower Into. 
Critical Work; Labor Needs Vary 
~ Throughout Different Areas. -

Wnaat Js wrong with the American 
-war effort on the home front?’ 

Why all this excitement over a 
new draft of manpower? 

Didn’t War Mobilizer Byrnes say 
that our war production. almost 
equalled the productiog of the entire 
world? - 

These ‘questions are being..asked 
in many minds, ‘I have asked them | 
of the’ men whose job it is to get 
things done in Washington, and I 
want to try to put their answers 
before you. 

Let me quote one sentence spoken 
by War Mobilizer Byrnes himself: 

“Critical production ‘no longer 
feeds pipe-lines or goes into strate- 
gie reserves—it is going: right into 
battle.” 

If we compare ‘critical produc- 
tion” with fighting units, perhaps the 
‘lrecent German  counter-offensive 
will help us see the picture. : 

When Von  Rundstedt’s ‘ drive 
started, men and tanks and gutis 
and trucks, “critical production” in 
other words, all had to be poured 
into actual battle. ‘The: result was 
that there were just not enough of 
them in the right place at the right 


like this: 


war ‘production, 


were no immediate reserves to 
throw in and bolster the defense. 
Later on, when the veterans from 
the Third army and the First army: 
and the British troops arrived, the 
tide was turned. They represented 
the reserves of ‘‘critical produc- 
tion’? which should have been there 
all the time. 

For many months on that particu- 
lar front only the men in the front 
lines were.needed. There were 
enough men there to take care of 
the normal enemy cpposing them, It 
was a minimum force without 
enough reserve to take care of 
maximum need and they were 
thrown. back. 


That is the situation in war pro- 
duction today. Certain critical sup- 
plies (airplanes, tanks, other vehi- 
cles and their accessories, certain 
types of ordnance, certain types of. 
ammunition) are being used so 
‘| fast’in battle that if an extra strain 
developed at a certain point there 
would not be any reserve to call 
upon.

Why are these things lacking? . 
Why. didn’t we pile them up, as we 
do other things, until] we had enough 
to take care of an emergency? 
Chiefly, becatise their greatest need 
developed after we started our war 
programs. Reserves for the future 
can only be based on present infor- 
‘mation or estimates based on previ- 
ous knowledge, or lucky guessing. 


When the war began nobody, not 
even the Japs who used amphibious 
warfare in the early stages to the 
best advantage, had any idea of 
the type and number of tanding- 
craft, to say nothing of the tech- 
nique of operating them, which are 
used in the latest Allied operations. 
The contrast between thé Japanese 
landing in Lingayen bay and ‘the 
American landing three years later 
in the samé place is astotindirg.

“Flaming saw” burns through tough armor plate at Bell Aircraft ‘Corpora- 
tion, where Arthur Schwartz,. shown in picture, developed a sensational new 
technique for cutting hard materials, 


Millions of persons have thrilled 
at the spectacle of a horseman or 
speed skater jumping through the 
flaming hoop, but it has been the 
lot of only a comparative few war 
workers to witness an éven greater 
triumph of man over fire — that 
speciacie of cutting the hardest 
steel with a flame. : 

Steel today, oecause of a _dis- 
covery by Arthur Schwartz of Buf- 
falo, New York, is cut with the 
ease of a housewife slicing a slab 
of butter for the dinner table. 

Syoat advances-in metal harden-

Digging out here in the soft des- 
ert sand was paradise compared to 
the clay-like. digging back at our 
base.
